Washington, May 26.—The bill re- 
ported by Mr. Bayard to provide for 
the exchange of subsidiary coins for 
lawful money and making such coins 
legal tenderjin sums not exceeding $20, 
was taken up, 
Mr. Edmunds spoke against the bill. 
When Edmunds concluded, consid- 
eration began of the bill heretofore in- 
troduced by McDonald, authorizing 
the employment of the militia and 
land and naval forces in certain cases, 
and to repeal the election laws.

The control of 
the southern states was passing from 
the republicans, and hence they as- 
sumed the power of interfering in 
elections for their own advantage.

to 
begin 
housekeeping 
as 
soon as his practice

This wedding was 
no secret, both families being cognizant 
of it, and also approving it. The mar- 
riage certificate is still retained by 
Mrs. Williams, and it is all she has 
ever had to show that she is not still a 
maiden. The bride and groom saw 
each other occasionally at her home 
until the following week, when Wil- 
liams went to Talbot county, Md., 
where he is said to have 


CHANGED HIS NAME 


to Alfred C. Jones, M. D. He wrote 
to his wife for a time, but then stopped 
correspondence with her, and shortly 
after his engagement to Alphonso 
Bowman, the handsome daughter of 
the man with whom he boarded, was 
announced. One day in church Wil- 
liams was seen by a Mrs. Hickman, 
who knew him well. She "gave him 
away" and the engagement was broken 
off. 
Williams 
alias Jones found 
the neighborhood too warm for him. 
About that time his father and 
sister died, and he returned to Phila- 
delphia. He refused at first to see his 
wife, but was finally induced to call 
on her and accept her forgiveness. 
He did not live with her however, but 
promised to do so when he could afford 
it. 
He resumed his practice of medi- 
cine, but in about six months closed 
bis oflSce and went to Europe. 
He 
did not bid his wife good bye. While 
abroad he was shipwrecked. Upon his 
return to Philadelphia his wife called 
to see him, but he told her he wanted 
nothing to do with her.

but admitted that his- wife had re- 
ceived no notice of it. 
The divorce 
was held to be n. g., and Williams was 
sent back to jail. 
Gen. Rosecrans, 
however, obtained his release and he 
again went to the front. 


It appears from the record that 
William C. Williams was divorced at 
Bluff'ton, Wells countv, from Louisa 
Williams on February 7, 1862, E. R. 
Wilson, formerly of this city, being 
the judge. A former prominent law 
yer of this city, now deceased, put in 
an appearance for Mrs. W., but she 
says she never employed him and 
never heard of him. 
The case was 
referred to G. S. Brown and the di- 
vorce was granted upon his report. 


On November 14th, 1864, Williams 
was married, at Albion, to a daughter 
of .John Dlies, wiiK whom h« still liven. 


The original Mrs. Williams has sup- 
ported herself by teaching music and 
las acquired a little property which 
she desires to convey, but being a 
married woman is unable to do so. 
She has employed an Indianapolis at- 
torney to bring the suit. 
Williams 
promised to meet the attorney at In- 
nianapolis last week, but failed to do 
so. His story has not been heard.

in Newburyport, Mass., Dec. 12, i804. 
He was early put to service as erranji' 
boy ;and cabinet-maker's apprentice, 
but first found his true rocafcioii-on 
entering into a printing-office in his 
native town.

In "this paper he advocated" 
not only immediate and unconditional " 
emancipation, but alsp. other reforms, 
such as peace, temperance, woman's 
suffrage, abrogation of capital punish- 
ment and religious freedom. In Jan- 
uary, 1833, he assisted in founding the 
"New England (afterwards 'Massachu- 
setts) Anti-Slavery Society," and, m 
1838, the "American;" of which latter 
he was president almost from the first 
to his withdrawal from the society in 
1865. From these sprung numerous 
other societies, until the abolitionists 
became an appreciable and formidable 
body, though, acting wholly outside of 
politics. The doctrines of the Libera- 
tor caused great excitement at the 
south, and in December,- 1831, the 
Georgia legislature offered '$5,000 for 
the apprehension of the editor or pub- 
lisher. In October, 1835, Mr. Garrison . 
•was mobbed at a public meeting in. 
Boston by.(lgehtlefaen:of property and 
«tanding." Partly, stripped, and.with 
a robe about his middle, He *a» with 
•difficulty rescued by the authorities 
and lodged in jail for safety. Mr. 
Garrison foresaw the inevitable fate of 
nltt-rery In Urn civil w_ar, and celebrated 
its downfall on the ruins of Fort Sum- 
t2r, and among, the freed people, of 
Charleston. In 1832, 1840, 1846 he 
Tisited England as a representative 
abolitionist, and again in 1867 for his 
health, which was much impaired. 'On 
this last occasion he was feted by the 
most eminent Englishmen, and pre- 
sented with the freedom of the city of 
Edinburgh. 
His collected writings 


consist of "Thoughts on African Col- 
onization," -published in 1832; "Son- 
nets and Other Poems," (1843,) and 
" Selections," chiefly prose, (1852.)

About the most famous editor in 
in all this great nation is the editor of 
the Okolona Southern States, the most 
rabid secesh paper ever published. Re- 
cently while perambulating about the 
city a

reporter chanced

rnn across a gentleman 
who has

Bill 
Kernan 
from child- 
hood. The party in question formerly 
resided at Bellefontaine, 
Kernan's 
native town. Kernan's father is now 
a lawyer in the above place, his son 
James Kernan being a partner with 
his father. Both the old gentleman 
and James were rank democrats, but 
they had the good sense to keep their 
opinions to themselves more than the 
rantakerous Bill. 


When the war began Bill was a 
young man about 18 years of age 
He was then a great, tall, ungainly 
fellow, awkward and homely. 
The 
s ;hoIars at school used to call him by 
the euphonious title of "81ip-And-Go- 
Easy," and "Step-And-Go-Fetch-It." 
He wore as a badge which the copper- 
heads adopted a string of butternuts 
about his neck. One day the son of 
the Toledo gentleman above alluded 
to, had a desperate fight with Bill 
Kernan who refused to take off his 
copperhead 
badge. Kernan strupk 
the 
plucky 
and 
loyal 
young 
fellow with a stone, cutting a bac 
gash in the back part of his head. 


Kernan, although a gawky in ap- 
pearance, was considered rather talent- 
ed, and was much given to speecfi- 
making. One night he made a speech 
at Degraff, a place not far distant from 
Bellefontaine. He denounced Abe Lin- 
coln and the administration, said all 
sorts of hard and bitter things about 
the Union army, and lauded the rebels 
to the skies. Unluckily for Bill there 
were a lot of Union soldiers present, 
and they were mortally incensed. 
They procured a rope and wcre^ going 
to hang the young rebel to the nearest 
tree, but some of the older heads pre- 
vailed upon them not to do it, and he 
was let off on condition that he would 
never give utterance to his rebellious 
sentiment« again. 


This little episode frightened Kernan 
so that he never fully recovered. To 
this day his eyes havea sort of startled 
expression. He did not remain in 
Bellefontaine long after his narrow es- 
cape from the neck-tie social; and 
never after that essayed to speak in 
public on the stage, on political ques- 
tions at least. The next that was 
heard of him he was down in Missis- 
sippi where his talents are; more ap- 
preciated. He is now about 85 years 
of age.

The sanctuary choirs of the Paulist

of the mass. The organist was aiaed 
by a choir of one hundred voices and 
a full orchestra of wind and string in- 
struments. The Kyrie was from Hay- 
dyn's third mass, and the Gloria and 
Credo, the Sanctus and the Agnus Dei 
were from Haydn's sixteenth mass. 
Gregorian music was rendered by the 
choir of the Paulist fathers. It was 
half-past ten o'clock before the cere- 
monies commenced with the procession 
from the vestry. First came the at* 
tendants and servers, then the chorus 
of chanters, then 150 priests, then the 
bishops in full canonicals, then the 
archbishops arrayed in their gorgeous 
vestments. 
Wearing his mitre, lastly 
came his eminence Cardinal McCloskey 
with Vicars-General Quinn and Pres- 
ton on either side of him. The vast 
audience 
arose 
and 
remained 
standing 
while 
the 
procession 
passed 
down 
the 
center 
aisle 
to 
the 
grand 
central 
portal. 
The crowds outside the building also 
remained uncovered during the cere- 
monies. 
The cardinal passing out 
through the portal, turned towards 
the building and ofiered up prayer, 
then chanted with Antiphon, "Thou 
shalt sprinkle me with hyssop, oh 
Lord." He then sprinkled the holy 
water on the walls above and below, 
the chorus singing the "Miserere." 
The procession then marched around 
the building, the cardinal sprinkling 
the walls as he passed along. 
After 
making the rounds of the building the 
procession re-entered the cathedral by 
the same door and marched to the high 
altar. Then the cardinal, accompanied 
by a number of clergy, made a circuit 
of the buildinç and sprinkled the in- 
terior walls with holy water. 
Psalms 
were chanted by the chorus during the 
circuit. Ou retuiuiiig to the high al- 
tar the cardinal was clothed in full 
pontifical vestments and proceeded to 
celebrate the mass. 


The mass, celebrated according to 
the rubrics of the missal, was that of 
Pope Gregory VII. 
The cardinal 
chanted the salutation pax vobiscum, 
and sang the collect. 
Then came the 
event of the day, a most eloquent ser- 
mon by the Rt. Rev. Patrick J. Ryan, 
coadjutor bishop of St. Louis. 
After 
the service the ceremony of incensing 
the altar and the clergy went on. The 
cardinal gave the pax or kiss of peace, 
and the choir s a ^ "Agnus Dei." 
Then followed the Te Deum Lauda- 
mus, sang by the choirs and all the 
clergy present, and the solemn servi- 
ces concluded. 


At the conclusion of the morning 
services, over 200 of the prelates, 
priests and laymen who attended the 
services, sat down to dinner at the 
Kernan Orphan Asylum.

McCloskey sat on a raised platform at 
raised table with about a dozen 
others. Archbishop Gibbons, of Bal- 
timore, sat at the cardinal's right, while 
on his left was Archbishop Purcell, of 
CSncinnati. At the conclusion of the 
feast, thç cardinal said he had re- 
ceived a cablegram from the Holy 
Father at Rome sending congratula-

QAKRISON GONE. 


Death of th© Venerable Aboli- 
tionift Saturday Night. 


Brief Shetch of Hie Career. 


New Y<rk, May 24.—William Lloyd 
Garrison iied at 11 o'clock to-night, 
at the resdence of his daughter, Mrs. 
Villard, ia the West Moreland section 
of this cily. He came to New York 
about thiee weeks ago, to visit his 
daughter before her departure for 
Europe. He had hoped that the visit 
would benefit his enfeebled health, 
but his ailment, 
a 
species 
of 
Bright's disease, assumed alarming 
features, and it soon became evident 
thatdealh would ensue. Except on two 
or three occasions, when he asked where 
he was and why he was not at his 
home in the highlands of Roxbury, 
Boston. His mind has been clear un- 
til about half past 10 o'clock Friday 
night. 
At that hour a short struggle 
produced by the difficulty of breath- 
ing began. 
He soon became easier, 
but lapsed into unconsciousness. 
He 
sank rapidly and passed awav pain- 
lessly, surrounded by his devoted 
family. 
His four sons, William 
Lloyd, George Thon^son, Wendell 
Phillips and Francis Jackson and his 
daughter, Mrs. Villard, were with 
him when he died. 
Mr. Garrison's 
wife died three years ago. 


William Lloyd Garrison was born 
in Newburyport, Mass., Dec. 12,1804. 
He was early put to service as errand 
boy and cabinet-maker's apprentice, 
but firft found his true rocation on 
entering into a printing-office in his 
native town. At the age of 17 he 
wrote anonymously for the paper on 
which he worked, and at 22 owned and 
edited the Free Press, and upon that 
failing, edited in Boston the first pa- 
per ever devoted to total abstinence, 
and at Bennington, Vt., a semi-politi- 
cal, semi-reformatory paper. In 1829 
he was persuaded by Benj. Lundy to 
join him in editing in Baltimore the 
Genius oj 
Universal 
Emancipation. 
Here, for an article on the domestic 
slave trade, he wasprosecuted for libel, 
and, upon conviction, iiiy)ri»oned till 
a friend paid his fine. Removing to 
Boston, he founded the Liberator 
(weekly) in January, 1833, and con- 
tinued to edit it to its close, in Decem- 
ber, 1865. In this paper he advocated 
not only immediate and unconditional 
emancipation, but also other reforms, 
such as peace, temperance, woman's 
suffrage, abrogation of capital punish- 
ment and religious freedom, in Jan- 
uary, 1833, he assisted in founding the 
"New England (afterwards Massachu- 
setts) Anti-Slavery Society," and, in 
1838, the "American;" of which latter 
he was president almost from the first 
to his withdrawal from the society in 
1865. From these sprung numerous 
other societies, until the abolitionists 
became an appreciable and formidable 
body, thoi^n acting wholly outside of 
politics. The doctrines of the Libera- 
tor caused great excitement at the 
south, and in December, 1831, the 
Georgia legislature offered $5,000 for 
the apprehension of the editor or pub- 
lisher. In October, 1835, Mr. Garrison 
was mobbed at a public meeting in 
Boston by "gentlemen of property and 
standing." 
Partly strippedy and with 
a robe about his middle, he Was with 
difficulty rescued by the authorities 
and lodged in jail for safety. Mr. 
Garrison foresaw the inevitable fate of 
idarcry lu llie civil war, a n d ^ l e b r a t e d 
its downfall on the ruins of Fort Sum- 
tsr, and among the freed people of 
Charieston. In 1832, 1840, 1846 he 
visited England as a representative 
abolitionist, and again in 1867 for his 
health, which was much impaired. On 
this last occasion he was feted by the 
most eminent Englishmen, and pre- 
sented with the freedom of the city of 
Edinburgh. 
His collected writings 
consist of "Thoughts on African Col- 
onization," published in 1832: "Son- 
nets and Other Poems," (1843,) and 
Selections," chiefly prose, (1852.)

In a state 
of putrescence or decay, shall be removed 
therefrom to some convenient place re- 
mote from habitation or offense, within 
the ten days next succeeding the publica- 
tion of this order. That all defective, im- 
properly constructed or overflowing privy 
vaults shall be made secure against leak- 
age, enlarged, or their contents removed,as 
the case m a y demand, within the ten days 
next succeeding the publication of this 
order, and thereafter all kitchen offal, 
slops or garbage shall be deposited in wa- 
ter-tight barrels or other proper recepta- 
cles, and their contents removed at least 
three times per week during the months of 
June, July, August and September, and 
twice a week d u n n g the remaining months 
of the year, and thereafter all manure 
straw, hay, shavings or other material 
usually deposited In the alleys of

city, shall be removed

some convenient place outside the city 
limits at least once a week.

On Friday night two young men, 
named Chas. £. Young and John 
Deering, were arrested at Springfield, 
Ills., by the police on suspicion of 
having been implicated in the recent 
murder of A. M. Webb in this coun- 
ty. A charge of vagrancy was slated 
against them, and on Saturday morning 
they were taken before the mayor of 
Springfield and the case continued. 
In the meantime Sheriff Munson was 
notified, and he left for Springfield on 
Saturday evening, accompanied by 
Eeuben Webb. 
Yesterday morning 
young Webb visited them at the 
Springfield 
jail, 
and 
although 
not 
able 
to 
positively 
iden- 
tify 
them, 
thought 
that 
Young 
was 
the 
guilty 
party. 
The 
men took their arrest cooly, and offer- 
ed to come to this city without a 
requisition. They arrived here at 6.30 
this morning and were at once lodged 
in jail. 


A SENTINEL reporter called upon 
them this morning. 
Young is about 
5 feet 7 inches high, 28 years old, 
weighs 130 pounds, light hair, com- 
plexion, eyes and moustache, and was 
dressed in a drab suit and straw hat. 
Deering is only about 23, heavy set, 
smooth face,dark hair and complexion, 
and was dressed in dark clothes. They 
seemed entirely unconcerned about 
the arrest, and stated that they had 
never been in Fort Wayne before; 
had never been further east than Lo- 
gansport, 
where 
they 
were on 
the 
15th of 
May, the 
night 
of 
Webb's 
murder. 
They had 
never heard of the murder until their 
arrest, and on the night of its commi»- 
sion played faro all night at Logans- 
port as they could prove. 
They are 
evidently shoe string gamblers, three 
card monte men and pick jackets. 
The interview was not very solemn as 
will be seen by the following extract: 


Reporter—What is your business? 
Young—We are traveling men. 
Deering—Yes, we have wen going 
around with Forepaugh's show con- 
gratulating the farmers on the crop 
prospects. 
We got broke playing 
: aro on the night of the 15th at Lo- 
gansport. 


Q,—How did you go to Springfield? 
Young—We went in a box car. 
Deering—But we came here in a 
first class coach, in style. 


Young—The've got a new police 
force in Springfield and they're a lit- 
tle green. 


Deering—The jail here is better than 
at Springfield. 


Rep.—Yes, and they've just had 
the bars fixed so that the thieves can't 
get in and burglarize you. 


Young—Well, I feel relieved. 
Rep.—Did you ever steal a horse? 
Young—No; I wouldn't know what 
to do with one if I did. 


Rep.—You boys are thoroughbreds, 
but I guess you'll have to be hung. 


Young—I'd like to have it post- 
poned until 1880, as I ain't ready just 
yet. 


The reporter then left, well satisfied 
that the Springfield peelers had got 
the wrong pigs by the ears.

THE MEN DISCHARGED. 


Reuben Webb to-day concluded that 
he was not positive enough to file an 
affidavit, and the men were discharged. 
They return to Springfield at once. 
The following was given the sheriff by 
young Webb: 


Fort Wayne, May 26, 1879.—Charles A. 
Munson, Sheriff Allen County : The men 
that were brought from Columbia City 
here by you, Marshal Diehl and Constable 
James VVilklnson I can most positively 
say were not the men wanted. The men 
Deering and Youpg. who were brought 
here bj' you this morning looked like the 
men when I examined them yesterday in 
Springfield; but this morning I cannot 
say positive enough to file an affi- 
davit 
against 
ihem, 
and I 
never 
saw the facas of the men that did the 
shooting and can only say that the only 
means of identification is by the appear- 
ance of the clothes that were worn by the 
two men who were in the neighborhood 
previous to the murder.
